Was  graduated  from  Texas  University  with  A.B,  and  A.M.  degrees.  He 
has  done  work  in  Phillips  University,  Friends  University,  and  the  graduate 
school  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  He  holds  the  B.  C.  degree.  At  present 
he  is  executive  secretary  of  the  department  of  social  welfare  of  the  United 
Missionary  Society,  natiional  board  of  missions  and  a  education  of  the 
Desciples  of  Christ,  with  headquarters  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana* 

He  is  an  active  worker  in  the  field  of  religious  social  work  including 
such  areas  as  world  peace  and  international  relations,  race  relations, 
temperance,  economic  justice  and  labor  problems.  He  is  responsible  for 
the  service  of  the  United  Society  to  mountain  highlander,  sharecropper, 
and  migrant  areas.  In  two  trips  abroad,  he  has  visited  England,  Scotland, 
France,  Belgium,  and  Switzerland. 

Reverend  Bayard  S.  Clark 

This  is  the  third  time  Reverend  Clark  has  rendered  service  to  Southern 
during  Religious  Emphasis  Week,  Many  of  the  faculty  realize  the  superior 
quality  of  his  leadership.  He  comes  to  us  from  Cape  Girardeau  usher e  he  is 
Rector  of  the  Christ  Church  and  co-chairman  of  the  Department  of  Youth, 
Diocese  of  Missouri, 

Reverend  Clark  is  twenty-nine  years  old.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Harvard 
in  the  class  of  '1|0.  In  1937  he  lived  with  a  family  in  Sweden  as  a  member 
of  the  Experiment  in  International  Living,  He  also  did  clinical  training 
work  at  the  Episcopal  Hospital  in  Philadelphia,  He  was  graduated  from 
the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary  at  Alexandria,  Virginia,  in  19h5>.  Until 
April  19u6,  he  was  Assistant  Minister  of  St.  Peter's  Episcopal  Church  in 
St.  Louis,  He  is  also  national  president  of  thp  Alumni  of  the  Experiment 
in  International  Living. 

Reverend  Milton  D,  McLean 

A  native  of  Minnesota,  he  holds  the  degree  of  B.S.  in  Engineering  from 
the  University  of  Minnesota^  B.D.  from  the  McCormick  Theological  Seminary; 
.M.A.  from  tht  University  of  Chicago  followed  by  further  graduate  study  there. 
In  1939-UO,  he  was  granted  a  General  Education  Board  Fellowship  to  study  the 
place  of  religion  in  higher  education.

At  the  University  of  Chicago,  Mr.  McLean  was  Y.M.C.A.  secretary  and 
assisted  Dr.  Gilkey  from  1Q10  to  19h2.  Mr.  McLean  taught  psychology,  phil- 
osphy,  and  religion  at  Macalester  College,  St,  Paul  Minnesota,  He  then 
served  as  associate  excutive  of  the  U.  S.  0.  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  Region 
until  going  to  Lincoln  College  where  he  served  as  president  from  19hS   until 
191*8. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  school  year,  Rev,  McLean  was  appointed  by 
President  Bevis  of  Ohio  State  University  to  a  newly  created  position,  that 
of  Counselor  for  Religious  Activities,  In  this  capacity  he  is  associated 
with  the  office  of  the  vice-president  and  coordinates  all  activities  relating 
to  the  spiritual  side  of  student  life  at  Ohio  State.

The  winter  quarter  scheduling  recommendations  of  the  Admissions,  Registration, 
and  Scheduling  Committee,  published  in  the  Faculty  Newsletter  of  Wednesday, 
October  20,  19^8,  should  be  slightly  amended*  Item  h   should  read  "That  in  general 
it  is  recommended  that  an  instructor  with  an  eight  o'clock  class  need  not  take 
late  afternoon  classes  and  vice  versa." 

Dr.  Lewis  A.  Maverick,  Chairman  of  the  Admissions,  Registration,  and  Schedul- 
ing Committee,  points  out  that  all  these  items  are  merely  suggestions  to  the 
department  chairmen  who,  of  course,  will  have  to  prepare  the  schedules  as  best 
they  can  in  cur  present  crowded  circumstances.

The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  concerning  fees  must  be  acted  upon 
officially  before  they  can  be  put  into  effect.

ties of  a  number  of  departments  and  individual  faculty  members  r;ho  have  engaged 
in  services  to  area  groups.  President  Liorris  vrould  like  to  have  a  record  of  all 
such  services,  including  reports  of  meetings  with  off-campus  groups,  of  confer- 
ences with  the  various  individuals  to  whom  the  University  has  rendered  help,  raid 
any  other  forms  of  regional  activity  in  which  faculty  members  have  engaged. 

hill  the  department  chairmen  and  office  heads  please  assume  the  respon- 
sibility for  compiling  reports  of  recent  activities  in  area  service  by  members  of 
their  departments  and  of  adding  to  these  reports  as  occasion  arises?   e  should 
appreciate  having  the  first  reports  by  October  1.  They  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  President, 
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For  the  information  of  members  of  the  staff,  particular!",-  those  con- 
cerned with  making  recommendations  for  employment,  we  quote  a  statement  recently 
sent  out  from  the  offices  of  the  University  Retirement  .System: 

"The  Law  governing  the  University  Retirement  System  of  Illinois,  as 
amended'  at  the  recent  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  provides  that  neither  Pis- 
ability,  nor  Additional  Death  Benefits  may  be  paid  within  the  first  $   years  of 
participation,  to  or  on  account  oZ   any  Employee,  if  the  disability  or  death  is  a 
result  of  a  mental  or  physical  condition  of  the  Employee  existing  at  the  date  of 
first  participation  of  such  Employee  in  the  System.   The  Law  further  specifies 
with  respect  to  disability  that  the  Employee  will  be  returned  to  active  duty  -.hen 
disability  ceases,  and  that  Disability  Benefits  will  cease  if  the  Employee  is  as- 
signed any  position,  the  duties  of  which  could  reasonably  be  performed  by  the  Em- 
ployee, and  the  earnings  would  be  at  least  equal  to  the  Disability  Benefit.   One 
of  the  conditions  of  disability  is  that  the  Employee  is  ' unable  to  perform  the 
duties  of  any  assigned  position  the  earnings  of  which  are  in  excess  of  the  Pis- 
ability  Benefits  payable'. 

:iThese  provisions  put  on  ail  concerned  in  the  employment  0.11c1  super- 
vision of  any  Employee  or  staff  member,  certain  responsibilities  both  to  the 
State  and  to  the  Employee.  For  example,  the  physical  examination  at  the  time 
of  employment  may  reveal  a  condition  which  would  later  give  rise  to  disability 
or  death.   It  is  suggested  that  this  fact  be  reported  by  the  Health  Officer  to 
the  Employing  and  Certifying  Officers.   Both  the  department  and  the  Employee 
should  then  be  informed  by  the  Certifying  Officer  that  if,  during  the  first  five 
years  of  participation  end  as  a  result  of  a  condition  existing  at  the  date  of 
first  participation,  (l)  disability  occurs,  no  Benefits  will  be  paid  by  the 
System  or  (2)  death  occurs,  the  Death  Benefit  will  be  limited  to  the  Employee's 
accumulated  Contributions  at  the  time  of  death. 

"The  fact  that  such  limitations  do  apply  to  the  payment  of  Benefits 
should  not  be  the  deciding  factor  as  to  whether  the  individual  in  any  given 
case  should  be  employed  in  spite  of  the  physical  handicap  present.  This  de- 
cision should  be  based  primarily  on  the  necessity  for  this  person's  services

and  on  the  character  of  service  that  the  individual  probably  can  render  even 
in  spite  of  the  handicap. 

"Disability  cases  frequently  present  their  problems  when  an  individual 
is  partially  recovered  but  not  able  to  resume  a  full  scale  of  duties  similar  to 
those  carried  prior  to  disability.   It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Employer's 
Health  Officer  to  determine  and  advise  as  to  the  extent  to  which  the  individual 
may  render  service.   It  is  then  trie  responsibility  of  the  department  to  deter- 
mine if  such  services  are  possible.   It  is  r:ry  belief  that  the  implication  of 
the  Lav;  is  that  the  employing  institution  will  do  everything  in  Its  p error  to 
provide  work  for  an  individual  in  which  his  compensation  will  be  at  least  equal 


to  that  of  his  Disability  Benefits.  Obviously  it 


better  for  the  Emolovor  and 


the  State ,  as  a  natter  of  broad  principle,  to  receive  even  partial  service  for 
the  salary  or  wage  that  may  be  paid  rather  than  to  pay  the  same  amount  of  money 
in  the  form  of  Disability  Benefits  and  receive  no  service.  Both  are  being  paid 
from  State  appropriations  made  to  the  Employer. 

''This  is  closely  re3.ated  to  the  problem  of  employment  of  new  persons 
known  to  have  a  physical  handicap.   It  would  seem  that  the  primary  obligation 
of  the  Employer  should  be  to  give  employment  to  partially  recovered  Disability 
Claimants.,  before  hiring  other  handicapped  persons."

As  a  result  of  the  serious' ooal  shortage  and  the  necessity  of  economizing  in 
the  Use  of  heat  and  electricity,  President  Morris  is  requesting  all  faculty  mem- 
bers, employees  and  students  to  assist  in  the  following  conservation  program, 
effective  immediately  and  until  the  end  of  the  emergency:

Any  activities  already 
scheduled  should  be  checked  again  with  Hiss  Ruth  Haddock. 

The  Physical  Plant  will  cut  off  all  hot  water  except  in  the  Gymnasium  and 
Anthony  Hall  for  the  time  being.  It  will  cut  off  the  heat  early  Friday  afternoon 
and  turn  it  bade ' on  early  Monday  morning,  except  in  the  Library  and  the  Old 
Science  building,  Saturday  classes  will  be  rescheduled  in  these  buildings  by  the 
Registrars  office,.  The  Physical  Plant  will  also  cut"  off  the  heat  each  afternoon 
and  turn  it  up  the  next  morning  except  in  the  Library,  the  Auditorium,  Parkinson 
Laboratory,  and  the  Old  Science  building. .  Evening  classes  and  other  activities 
will  be  scheduled  for  these  buildings.

IMPROVING  THE  REQUISITIONING  PROCEDURE 


A  number  of  departments  have  had  difficulty 'obtaining  through  our  requi- 
sitioning process  the  exact  articles  they  desire.  Tie  have  therefore  requested 
the  Purchasing  Office  to  prepare  the  following  statement  for  the  guidance  of 
fiscal  officers: 

"There  have  been  a  few  complaints  recently  by  heads  of  departments  concern- 
ing items  received  on  requisitions  which  are  not  completely  satisfactory.  Our 
requisition  notices  which  are  sent  to  heads  of  departments  asking  for  quarterly  " 
requisitions  state  that,  'it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  a  complete  description, 
including  siae,  color,  and  all  other  specifications  as  well  as  estimated  cost  be 
given  for  every  item.  Simply  showing  the  catalog  number  of  a  particular  company 
is  not  sufficient.  The  description  must  be  sufficiently  accurate  to  enable  either 
the  State  Purchasing  Agent,  the  State  Superintendent  of  Printing,  or  the  Univer- 
sity Purchasing  Agent  to  purchase  through  bids  the  actual  itegfcuiTftW&gfcs^iUvFRsiii 
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"We  find  that  in  most  instances  where  an  item  received  is  not  satisfactory 
in  that  it  does  not  conform  to  the  exact  specifications  of  the  item  which  the 
department  wanted,  that  a  complete  description  of  the  item  was  not  shown  so  that 
anyone  who  was  not  familiar  with  the  specific  item  could  hardly  be  expected  to 
know  exactly  what  was  wanted. 

"Suppose  that  a  department  wishes  to  requisiti6n  a  filing  cabinet.  The 
requisition  should  show  first,  the  name  of  the  item,  for  instance— filing  cabinet, 
the  material  made '  of  --steely  color— *green,  size— «h~drawer,  lettersise  with  lock, 
Remington  Rand  Wo,  1|£62,  or  equivalent.  If  the  filing  cabinet  is  wanted  to  match 
other  filing  equipment  already  in  the  particular  office  or  department,  then  this 
should  be  specified  on  the  requisition.   In  cases  where  there  might  be  some  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  or  not  a  substitute  item' could  be  used,  the  department  should 
make  a  notation  following  the  item,  stating,  'please  do  not  substitute  without 
permission  of  the  department1. 

"Will  department  heads,  therefore,  be  very  careful  to  give  a  complete  de- 
scription for  each  and  every  item  and  follow  the  instructions  sent  out  with  the 
requisition  notice.  Your  cooperation  will  be  appreciated."

Because  of  the  increased  costs  of  replacement,  repairs  and  maintenance, 
it  has  become  necessary  to  establish  new  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  use  of 
University  automotive  equipment  in  order  that  equipment  can  be  maintained  on  a 
self-liquidating  basis.  These  new  rates,  which  will  be  effective  as  of  November  1, 
1951,  are  as  follows; 

1.  Passenger  cars,  5g-(J;  per  mile 

2.  Station  wagon,  8<j;  per  mile 

3.  Bus  with  driver,  124  Per  mile  plus  the  additional  cost  of 
all  overtime  of  the  driver 

4.  Bus  without  driver,  10$  per  mile 

5.  Trucks  with  driver,  12$  per  mile  plus  the  additional  cost 
of  all  overtime  of  the  driver 

6.  Trucks  without  driver,  10$  per  mile 

The  new  rates  are  intended  to  cover  such  operating  costs  as  gasoline, 
oil,  tires,  mechanical  repairs,  insurance,  and  depreciation  on  automobiles. 

Travel  on  University  business  by  University  employees  in  their  own  cars 
is  still  to  be  reimbursed  at  the  rate  of  6$  per  mile.

before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  which  will  be  held  March  21. 

On  Thursday,  February  28,  President  Morris  called  a  meeting 
of  the  members  of  the  Faculty  Council,  the  Advisory  Committee  on 
Standards  for  Merit  Increases  and  Promotions,  the  Committee  on  Promotions 
and  Tenure,  the  Committee  on  the  Study  and  Recommendation  of  University 
Procedures,  and  the  Committee  for  the  Study  of  Salary  Schedule. 
Some  of  these  committees  have  largely  finished  their  studies  and 
recommendations,  while  others  are  still  active.   At  this  joint  meeting, 
it  was  agreed  that  a  historical  statement  of  promotion  policies  at 
Southern  Illinois  University  should  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
faculty. 

The  chairmen  of  the  various  committees  concerned  have  been 
at  work  preparing  such  a  statement.  Because  of  the  complexity  of  the 
assignment  and  the  comparatively  short  time  available  to  work  on  it, 
the  historical  report,  which  is  attached,  is  only  now  being  mailed 
out  to  the  faculty.   This  report,  plus  certain  new  materials  recommended 
for  consideration  by  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Standards  for  Merit 
Increases  and  Promotions  and  the  Committee  for  the  Study  of  Salary 
Schedule,  will  be  discussed  at  the  March  6  Faculty  Meeting,  which  has 
already  been  announced  for  3:30  o'clock  in  the  Little  Theatre.

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A  SUMMARY  OF  POLICIES  ON  PROMOTIONS  AND  SALARY  INCREASES 
AT  SOUTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 
From  July  1943  to  January  1952 

The  policies  governing  promotions  and  salary  increases  at  Southern 
Illinois  University  since  1942  have  been  based  upon  statements  and  recommendations 
found  in  five  main  sources;   (l)Salary  Schedules,  (2)  Annual  Notices  of  Appoint- 
ment, (3)  Statutes  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  (4)  Recommendations  of  the  Committee 
on  Promotions  and  Tenure.  Below  is  a  summary  of  these  statements  and  recommenda- 
tions, as  taken  from  these  sources. 

1.  Salary  Schedules 

The  first  proposal  for  a  salary  and  promotion  schedule,  correlating 
salary,  rank,  and  qualifications  of  faculty  members,  was  proposed  by  members  of 
the  Normal  School  Board  in  1928.  Because  of  the  depression,  the  schedule  was 
never  put  into  operation. 

On  June  10,  1943,  the  Teachers  College  Board  approved  the  "Salary 
Schedule  for  Illinois  Teachers  Colleges".  This  document  represented  the  work  and 
recommendations  of  a  committee  consisting  of  the  presidents  and  faculty  represen- 
tatives from  the  five  schools  and  it  dealt  with  such  conditions  of  faculty  service 
as  appointments,  academic  freedom  and  tenure,  promotions,  salary  increases,  leaves 
of  absence,  etc.  The  following  statements  taken  from  this  document  are  relevant 
to  promotions; 

"Section  B,  paragraph  2. 

Any  teacher  who  is  now  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  one  of  the 
state  teachers  colleges  and  who  has  served  as  such  for  a 
period  of  ten  years  or  more,  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
president,  approved  by  the  Teachers  College  Board,  be  given 
the  rank  to  which  his  past  service  to  the  institution  entitles 
him,  regardless  of  whether  he  possesses  the  degree  called  for 
in  this  schedule. 

"Section  B,  paragraph  5. 

The  various  classes  provided  under  this  schedule,  the  proportion 
of  the  faculty  in  each  rank,  qualifications  for  each  class,  and 
the  salaries  shall  be  as  follows;

Doctor's  degree  or  equivalent

"Section  C,  paragraph  1, 

Faculty  promotions  and  salary  advances  other  than  those  provided 
by  automatic  increments,  should  be  determined  upon  the  basis  of 
the  following? 

(a)  Teaching  Ability?  By  this  is  meant  the  success  of  the 
instructor  in  securing  interest,  effort,  and  progress 
on  the  part  of  students.  The  primary  consideration  is 
that  students  are  stimulated  to  better  standards  of 
scholarship,  to  keener  interest  in  learning,  to  greater 
professional  understanding,  and  to  more  effective  effort 
toward  self-improvement. 

Possible  methods  of  evaluation  of  teaching  ability  may 
include  classroom  visitation,  canvass  of  faculty  and 
student  opinion,  and  the  survey  of  records  of  students 
after  leaving  the  institution, 

(b)  Professional  Growth;  This  is  essentially  a  matter  of 
scholarship  of  a  live  and  progressive  character,  mani- 
fested by  such  things  as  continued  study,  scholarly  interests, 
research  and  productive  and  creative  work,  and  professional 
participation  and  performance.  The  essential  test  of  such 
growth  is  the  teacher's  success  in  holding  the  respect  and 
esteem  of  his  students  and  his  colleagues  within  his  special 
field  of  study  and  in  maintaining  professional  standards  in 
keeping  with  those  generally  approved  by  the  teaching 
profession, 

(c)  General  Educational  Service:  This  refers  to  the  acceptance 
and  fulfillment  of  educational  responsibilities  outside 
the  classroom.  It  may  be  shown  by  service  in  professional 
organizations  of  state-wide  or  national  scope,  identifi- 
cation with  community  movements  of  genuinely  educational 
character  outside  the  classroom,  or  by  similar  types  of 
service  by  which  the  college  comes  to  have  greater  prestige 
and  usefulness  in  the  community,  state,  and  nation. 

"Section  C,  paragraph  2. 

Promotion  from  one  class  in  the  schedule  to  another  shall  not  follow 
automatically  when  a  faculty  member  shall  have  raised  his  qualifica- 
tions to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  class  above,  but  rather  shall 
be  made  upon  the  written  recommendations  of  the  president  to  the 
Teachers  College  Board. 
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"In  appraising  the  claims  of  any  individual  to  faculty  promotion 
and/or  salary  advances  other  than  the  automatic  increments,  it 
is  recommended  that  the  presidents  consult  department  heads, 
deans,  and  duly  constituted  representative  faculty  bodies. " 

At  the  time  this  Salary  Schedule  went  into  effect,  promotions  were 
recommended  to  the  President  by  a  committee  of  full  professors.  In  1944-45, 
however,  recommendations  were  made  by  the  Acting  President  directly  to  the  Board. 
In  the  fall  of  1945,  the  college  deans  were  appointed,  and  promotions  were  based 
partly  on  their  recommendations  to  the  president  and  partly  on  the  president's 
recommendations. 

On  May  16,  1946,  the  Teachers  College  Board  adopted  a  revision  of  the 
"Salary  Schedule  for  Illinois  Teachers  Colleges"  which  had  been  in  force  since 
1943.  With  only  two  exceptions,  the  statements  on  promotions  and  salary  increases 
in  the  1946  revision  were  identical  with  those  in  the  original  document.  One 
change  was  the  lifting  of  the  floors  and  ceilings  of  the  salary  brackets  in  all 
four  groups,  while  the  other  dropped  the  words  "or  equivalent"  from  the  statement 
giving  the  qualifications  for  professorial  rank,  and  substituted  the  words  "B.  S. 
in  L.  S."  for  "equivalent"  in  the  statement  on  qualifications  for  instructor. 

The  1946  revision  of  the  salary  schedule  was  in  force  until  July  1, 
1948,  at  which  time  a  second  revision  was  approved  and  put  into  operation, 
Paragraph  2,  Section  B,  of  the  original  document  did  not  appear  in  this  revision, 
since  it  was  no  longer  necessary  to  give  status  to  those  faculty  members  who  were 
in  the  schools  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  original  document.  The  floors 
and  ceilings  for  the  salary  brackets  in  all  four  groups  were  again  moved  up,  and 
the  qualifications  for  a  professor  included  an  "earned  doctor's  degree"  while 
those  for  an  instructor  were  changed  back  to  "a  master's  degree  or  equivalent". 
All  the  essential  statements  concerning  promotions  and  salary  increases  remained 
the  same  as  they  were  in  the  original  document. 

In  the  fall  of  1948,  the  present  president  was  appointed.  He  called  for 
recommendations  from  both  the  chairmen  and  the  deans  as  the  basis  for  making  his 
own  recommendations  to  the  Board.  Until  the  new  Statutes  were  approved  (May  25, 
1951),  the  chairmen  and  the  deans  continued  to  make  recommendations,  and  discussed 
with  each  other  modifications  of  the  forms  and  criteria  used. 

Through  legislative  enactment  in  the  Sixty-sixth  General  Assembly,  the 
control  of  Southern  Illinois  University  was  transferred  on  July  1,  1949,  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  to  that  of  an  independent  Board  of 
Trustees.  At  its  first  meeting  on  July  18,  1949,  the  new  Board  affirmed  all  rights 
which  the  University  staff  members  had  held  under  the  previous  Board.  Conse- 
quently, the  provisions  of  the  salary  schedule  in  force  at  that  time  -  the  1948 
revision  -  continued  to  operate  under  the  affirmation  by  the  new  Board.  This 
Board  also  gave  the  administration  authority  to  exceed  the  ceilings  if  this 
should  bp  necessary  to  secure  or  retain  properly  qualified  personnel. 
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2 •   Statutes  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 

The  official  policy  of  the  University  for  recommending 
promotions  and  increases  is  covered  by  the  following  excerpts 
from  the  Statutes  of  the  University,  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  May  25,  1951: 

Pa.r.t  in,.  Article  II,  Section  2,   J. 

Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  President  shall  set  up  and  maintain  an 
equitable  and  consistent  salary  scale  for  staff 
members  of  the  University,  based  upon  training, 
experience,  and  service  to  the  University. 

Part  IV,  Article  _II 1 1  Sec t i on  J. .. 

Recommendations  for  increases  in  salary  shall 
ordinarily  be  made  when  the  annual  budget  is  pre- 
pared; ouch  recommendations  will  be  based  on  the 
nature  of  the  services  rendered. 

Part  IV,  Article  IIIV  Section  2. 

The  University  recognizes  that  academic  rank  may 
be  granted  for  teaching  in  the  classroom;  for 
informal  teaching  such  as  is  accomplished  in  the 
library,  in  a  personnel  office,  or  in  extension 
work;  and  for  research. 

Part  IV.  Article  III,  Section  3. 

Recommendations  for  promotions  in  rank  shall 
normally  be  initiated  by  the  immediate  administrative 
superior  of  the  person  named  and  subsequent 
procedures  shall  be  substantially  in  accord  with 
those  followed  in  initial  appointment. 

Part  III,  Article  V,  Section  7,  D,  2. 

After  consultation  with  the  members  of  his 
department  who  hold  continuing  tenure,  (the 
Chairman)  shall  recommend  to  the  Dean  appointments, 
promotions,  dismissals,  salary  increases. 

Par t_II I,  Article  V,  Section  6£  D,  1. 

(The  Dean  shall)  recommend  appointments, 
promotions,  leaves,  dismissals,  and  acceptance 
of  resignations  of  the  members  of  the  staffs  of 
departments  within  his  college. 

Part  III.  Article  III.  Section  3.  C.  2.  b. 

(The  Chief  Officer  of  Instruction)  shall  be 
responsible  for  maintaining  and  supervising  the 
faculty  personnel  system  of  the  University.   In 
this  capacity5  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  review  the 
recommendations  of  the  deans  and  advise  the 
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President  with  regard  thereto,  and  to  cooperate 
with  the  deans,  directors,  or  other  heads  of 
schools,  colleges,  and  other  educational  units 
in  making  recommendations  to  the  President 
with  respect  to  appointments,  dismissals, 
resignations,  promotions,  leaves  of  absence, 
assignments,  and  salaries  of  members  of  the 
faculty  and  of  special  service  personnel  whose 
appointment  or  other  disposition  has  not  been 
specifically  assigned  to  another  University 
authority. 

Part  III.  Article  II,  .Section 2,___H._ 

The  President  shall  . . .  recommend  to  the  Board 
dismissals,  acceptance  of  resignations,  promotions, 
leaves  of  absence,  and  retirement  of  members  of 
the  staff. 


3.  Annual  Notices  of  Anointment 

Since  July  1,  19^5,  the  Annual  Notice  of  Appointment  to  positions  on  the 
University  faculty  have  carried  on  the  back  certain  statements  of  policy,  some 
of  which  concern  promotions  and  salary  increases.  Below  are  listed  the  state- 
ments which  bear  directly  upon  promotion  policies.

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lu  Recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Promotion  and  Tenure 

On  May  2,  19h9 ,   the  President  of  the  University  called  a  meeting  of  the 
non-doctoral  members  of  the  faculty  for  the 'purpose  of  considering  certain 
questions  relating  to  qualifications,  ranks,  promotions,  salaries,  and  tenure. 
At  this  meeting  a  committee  was  set  up  which  became  known  later  as  the  Committee 
on  Promotions  and  Tenure.  After  about  two  years  of  study  in  which  policies  and 
practices  at  this  University  and  at  some  forty  other  colleges  and  universities  in 
mid-western  and  southern  states  were  surveyed,  the  Committee  sent  its  final  re- 
port to  the  President  in  the  nature  of  a  set  of  recommendations  which  follow: 

1.  With  all  possible  speed  the  University  should  move  toward 
a  more  nearly  equal  distribution  of  faculty  among  the  four 
ranks. 

2.  Insofar  as  practicable,  for  initial  appointment,  especially 
above  the  rank  of  instructor,  faculty  members  should  posses- 
the  doctorate,  or  an  equivalent  preparation,   The  Committee, 
however,  recognizes  the  difficulty  encountered  in  meeting 
these  requirements,  especially  in  the  employment  of  staff 
members  in  certain  specialized  fields.  It  therefore  recommends 
any  modification  of  this  policy  necessary  to  obtain  acceptably 
qualified  personnel, 

3.  For  members  already  on  the  faculty,  promotions  to  all  ranks 
should  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  value  of  service  to  the 
University. 

k»     For  the  purpose  of  determining  promotions  and  merit  increases, 
the  University  should  establish  a  committee  proportionally 
representative  of  the  staff  as  a  whole  to  recommend  criteria 
for  evaluation  of  services  of  faculty  members, 

5,  It  is  very  strongly  recommended  that  all  faculty  members 
acquire  an  acceptable  amount  of  additional  training  at  reasonable 
intervals.  As  a  matter  of  general  policy,  persons  under  k$   who 
have  been  in  the  service  of  the  University  less  than  fifteen 
years  should  be  encouraged  to  secure  the  doctorate. 

6,  In  general,  tenure  should  be  granted  to  conform  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  American  Association  of  University 
Professors. 

7»  In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  special  committee  is  already 

concerned  with  matters  involving  salaries  and  automatic 
increments,  we  wish  to  go  on  record  as  endorsing  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Salary  Schedule  Committee. 

On  April  16,  195>1,  the  President  replied  to  the  final  report  by  means  of 
a  letter  in  which  his  reactions  on  each  recommednation  were  clearly  stated.  He 
accepted  recommendations  2,  I4,  and  6  without  qualifications.  He  felt  that  the 
first  recommendation  was  good,  but  putting  it  into  effect  should  be  made  contin- 
gent upon  a  distribution  of  preparation  and  experience  which  actually  follows 
such  a  distribution  of  ranks,  and  also  upon  the  availability  of  State  funds  to 


to  meet  the  additional  costs*  In  the  third  recommendation,  the  President 
suggested  the  addition  of  a  clause  to  the  effect  that  the  value  of  a  person's 
services  to  the  University  is  often  directly  related  to  his  training  and 
experience.   Concerning  the  fifth  recommendation,  he  believed  that  persons 
under  \\$   should  be  encouraged  but  also  ordinarily  expected  to  secure  the 
doctorate.  Since  only  one  faculty  member  came  within  this  classification,  and 
he  was  already  working  toward  the  doctorate,  the  qualification  was  not 
significant.  In  commenting  on  the  seventh  recommednation,  the  President  aaid 
he  was  not  opposed  to  this,  but  that  he  would  not  wish  to  endorse  it  until  he

SUPPLE  ME  NT  ARY  RECOMMENDATIONS  ON  PROMOTION  POLICY 

On  March  3,  we  mailed  to  the  faculty  a  historical  statement  on  promotion 
policy  prepared  by  the  chairmen  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Standards  for  Merit 
Increases  and  Promotions,  the  Committee  on  Promotions  and  Tenure,  the  Committee 
on  the  Study  and  Recommendation  of  University  Procedures,  and  the  Committee  for 
the  Study  of  Salary  Schedule. 

Two  of  these  committees  —  the  Committee  for  the  Study  of  Salary  Schedule 
and  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Standards  for  Merit  Increases  and  Promotions  — 
have  now  turned  in  additional  recommendations  which  the  faculty  may  wish  to 
consider  as  supplementary  to  those  contained  in  the  historical  report.  First, 
however,  a  brief  historical  statement  of  the  work  of  these  two  committees  may  be 
in  order. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  administration,  the  faculty  at  its  meeting  of 
September  22,  1949,  provided  for  the  establishment  of  a  Committee  for  the  Study 
of  Salary  Schedule  to  study  the  salary  schedule  then  in  effect,  with  a  view  to 
recommending  any  improvements  which  seemed  feasible.  On  March  2,  1950,  the 
faculty  approved  the  committee's  tentative  report  which  contained  floors  and 
ceilings  and  automatic  salary  increments.  At  its  meeting  of  March  27,  1950, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  accepted  the  report  with  the  understanding  that  recommen- 
dations concerning  promotions,  salary  increases,  tenure,  etc.,  would  be  submitted 
after  time  had  been  allowed  for  a  more  thorough  study  of  the  problems  involved. 
Inasmuch  as  the  proposed  By-Laws  and  Statutes  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  contained 
many  provisions  which  had  formerly  been  a  part  of  the  various  revisions  of  the 
salary  schedule,  the  Committee  for  the  Study  of  Salary  Schedule  postponed  making 
a  final  report  until  the  Statutes  had  been  approved.  This  postponement  gave  an 
opportunity  for  the  committee  to  make  minor  revisions  in  line  with  the  most 
recently  obtained  information.  Certain  recommendations  of  the  Committee  for  the 
Study  of  Salary  Schedule  were  presented  to  the  administration  on  February  5,  1952. 

Meanwhile,  in  accordance  with  a  suggestion  made  by  the  non-doctoral 
Committee  on  Promotions  and  Tenure,  an  Aavisory  Committee  on  Standards  for  Merit 
Increases  and  Promotions  was  projected,  and  as  soon  as  the  machinery  in  the 
Statutes  for  the  selection  of  faculty  committees  could  be  implemented,  this 
committee  was  named  and  began  its  work  in  January,  1952.  Thus  f^a^^  this  committee 
has  had  three  meetings,  which  were  mainly  devoted  ^f(Jj$j|J(^&k&Bi»<«tS.on  of  possible 
ways  in  which  the  staff  evaluation  sheets  hitherto  useff ^l^rating  and  ranking 
faculty  members  could  be  improved.  jm  i  3  1953 
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Both  the  Committee  for  the  Study  of  Salary  Schedule  and  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  Standards  for  Merit  Increases  and  Promotions  have  developed  certain 
recommendations  concerning  promotion  policy  and  procedure.  In  order  to  be  sure 
that  these  recommendations  were  consistent  with  each  other  and  that  they  provided 
a  workable  program,  the  two  committees  have  met  several  times  during  the  past 
week,  and  their  chairmen  have  presented  the  following  joint  recommendations  con- 
cerning promotion  policies.  At  a  later  time  they  will  also  wish  to  present 
recommendations  concerning  salary  ranges,  merit  increases,  etc. 

"Promotion  Policies  Recommended  Jointly  by  the  Committee 
for  the  Study  of  Salary  Schedule  and  the  advisory  Com- 
mittee on  Standards  for  Merit  Increases  and  Promotions 


Conditions  of.  Employment 

"The  method  of  appointment  and  conditions  of  employment,  involving  academic 
freedom,  tenure,  academic  ranks,  faculty  service,  leaves,  salaries,  and  retirement, 
shall  conform  to  Part  IV  of  the  Statutes  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  Dealing  with 
Conditions  of  Faculty  and  Staff  Service. 

Qualifications  for  Rank 

"A  doctor's  degree  is  the  usual  formal  qualification  to  be  considered 
in  recommending  persons  for  the  rank  of  professor,  associate  professor,  and  assis- 
tant professor.  A  master's  degree  is  the  usual  formal  qualification  to  be 
considered  in  recommending  persons  for  the  rank  of  instructor.  These  degrees 
are  not  required,  however,  in  cases  where  training  and  experience  clearly  indicate 
the  person's  ability  to  do  effectively  the  quality  of  work  commensurate  with  the 
prestige  and  salary  of  the  rank. 

"Promotions  from  one  rank  to  another  shall  not  follow  automatically  when 
a  faculty  member  shall  have  raised  his  formal  qualification  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  a  higher  rank,  but  shall  be  based  on  merit  and  made  according  to  the 
I  procedure  outlined  in  Part  IV  of  the  Statutes  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  Dealing 
with  Conditions  of  Faculty  and  Staff  Service. 

Proportions  in  Rank 

"Although  the  distribution  of  the  faculty  among  the  various  ranks  must  be 
J  determined  by  many  factors  and  cannot  be  the  same  at  all  times,  it  is  desirable 
that  the  number  of  faculty  members  in  each  of  the  ranks  shall  be  approximately 
equal. 
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Promotions 

"It  is  recognized  that  recommendations  for  promotions,  as  well  as  for 
initial  appointment  and  merit  increases,  ultimately  depend  upon  the  judgment  of 
the  administrative  officers  concerned.  In  making  such  recommendations,  adminis- 
trative officers  shall  present  evidence  that  the  individual  has,  in  addition  to 
the  usual  formal  qualifications,  superior  qualifications  in  terms  of  one  or  more 
of  the  following  criteria: 

1.  Achievement  in  research. 

2.  Growth  in  scholarship. 

3.  Effectiveness  in  teaching, 

4.  Effectiveness  in  major  assignment  other  than 

research  or  teaching. 

5.  Service  to  the  University  through  effective 

participation  in  University,  community,  and/or 
regional  activities. 

"It  is  understood  that  these  criteria  are  not  to  be  given  equal  weight  in 
the  evaluation,  but  that  the  weighting  will  depend  upon  the  nature  of  the  work 
which  is  being  done  by  the  person  who  is  being  evaluated. 

Evaluation  Procedure 

"1.  The  Evaluation  Sheet  should  start  at  the  level  of  the  chairman  or 
office  head,  go  from  there  to  the  dean  of  the  college  concerned, 
thence  to  the  conference  of  academic  deans,  and  finally  to  the 
President's  office.  If  changes  in  the  recommendations  made  take 
place  at  any  administrative  level,  the  proposed  changes  should  be 
discussed  wherever  possible,  with  the  administrators  concerned  at 
the  lower  levels. 

2.  The  Evaluation  Sheet  should  provide  for  the  rating  of  a  staff  member 
as  excellent,  good,  fair,  poor,  or  very  poor,  with  respect  to  each 
criterion  applicable  to  his  particular  work  or  assignment. 

3.  The  rankings  of  the  faculty  members  of  a  given  department  or  office 
of  the  University  by  its  chairman  or  head  should  be  based  on  a 
percentage  distribution  in  which  100  percent  would  be  the  total  for 
the  department  or  division  concerned." 

In  order  to  have  something  definite  from  the  faculty  to  report  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  its  next  meeting,  as  the  Board  has  directed,  the  following 
propositions  seem  to  be  indicated  as  requiring  action: 
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1.  Does  the  faculty  agree  that  the  historical  statements  constitute 
an  accurate  and  objective  report  of  promotions  policy  as 
developed  by  the  faculty,  administration,  and  Board  over  the 
years? 

2.  Does  the  faculty  desire  that  the  joint  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  for  the  Study  of  Salary  Schedule  and  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  Standards  for  Merit  Increases  and  Promotions,  as 
stated  above,  be  passed  on  to  the  Board  with  the  endorsement  of 
the  faculty;  does  it  wish  to  endorse  these  recommendations 

as  tentative  and  subject  to  further  study  by  the  Committee  for 
the  Study  of  Salary  Schedule  and  the  Advisory  Committee  on 
Standards  for  Merit  Increases  and  Promotions;  or  does  it  wish 
the  administration  to  attempt  to  formulate  from  the  materials 
now  at  hand  a  statement  of  promotion  policy  for  the  March  21 
meeting  of  the  Board?

The  President's  Office  is  currently  at  work  on  the  notices  of  appointment 
for  1952-53.

In  general,  the  level  of  faculty  salaries  for  the  new  year'was  established 
April  1,  1952,   so  that  most  of  the  notices  will  show  the  same  monthly  rate  of 
pay  as  is  now  in  effect. 

Certain  individuals  who  received  no  increases  in  April   and  certain 
others  whose  increases  were  temporarily  reduced  will,  however,   receive  notices 
of  changes  in  their  monthly  rates  of  pay.     Final   salary  increases  for  the  year 
1952-53  conform  closely  to  Plan  Il-a,   approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its 
March,   1952,  meeting.     This  plan  provided  for  adjustments  suggested  by  the 
Consumer  Price  Index  and  the  prevailing  ranges  of  pay  at  other  state-supported 
institutions  of  higher  learning  in  Illinois.

NEW  PLAN  FOR  ACADEMIC  ADVISE H/E NT 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  plans  for  a  new  program  of 
academic  advisement  were  approved.  These  changes  carry  out  the  provision  in  the 
University  Statutes  which  places  the  responsibility  for  academic  advisement  in  the 
hands  of  the  academic  deans  or  their  delegated  representatives.  It  is  the  inten*-.  : 
tion  of  the  new  program  to  reduce  the  number  of  students  on  academic  probation  by 
assisting  them  to  find  their  proper  place  in  the  University,  to  reduce  the  number 
of  students  who  drop  out  of  school,  and  to  provide  improved  academic  advisement  to 
students  in  general. 

Under  the  new  program,  a  small  group  of  advisers  in  the  College  of  Education 
and  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  will  care  for  advising  students  enrolled  in  those 
colleges.  Five  advisers  have  been  named  for  the  College  of  Education  and  three 
for  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences.  In  the  College  of  Vocations  and 
Professions,  the  departmental  chairmen  will  handle  advisement. 

For  each  college  a  chief  academic  adviser  has  been  named.  These  chief  academic 
advisers,  together  with  a  representative  from  the  Graduate  School  and  a  represen- 
tative from  the  Office  of  Student  Affairs,  will  constitute  an  informal  committee 
to  discuss  methods  of  coordinating  advisement  activities  in  the  various  colleges. 

The  placing  of  advisement  in  the  hands  of  a  small  number  of  people  will  re- 
quire a  pre-registration  program  extending  throughout  the  entire  term.  Since 
pre-advisement  will  not  be  possible  for  this  fall,  it  has  been  decided  to  deviate 
from  the  proposed  procedure  slightly  so  that  the  September  registration  can  be 
completed  in  two  days.  For  the  fall  of  1952,  only  those  students  who  were  advised 
by  departmental  chairmen  last  spring  will  continue  to  be  advised  by  them.  For  the 
most  part,  these  students  will  be  seniors  and  second  and  third  term  juniors.  All 
other  students  will  be  advised  by  the  new  advisers  designated  by  the  academic 
deans.  Wherever  necessary,  letters  are  being  sent  out  by  each  of  the  colleges  to 
the  students  registered  therein  last  spring,  informing  them  of  the  change  in  the 
advisement  program  and  telling  them  the  names  of  their  new  advisers. 

The  University  wishes  to  thank  those  members  of  the  faculty  who  have  acted 
as  advisers  in  the  past.  It  is  hoped  that  you  will  continue  to  have  opportunity 
to  advise  students  through  your  classroom  contacts,  and  that  you  will  also  be  able 
to  work  quite  closely  with  the  academic  advisers  in  your  college.

ELECTRICAL  DISTURBANCE 

The  electricity  from  the  substation  at  the  Power  Plant  will  be 
disconnected  August  14  to  22,   inclusive,   to  allow  for  work  at  the 
substation. 

A  temporary  connection  will  be  made  to  provide  electricity  for 
the  University  during  this  time.     Since  this  temporary  service  will 
take  only  a  limited  load,    it  is>  requested  that  all_  offices-,   laboratories, 
and   shops  hold  thei_r  use  of  electrical   appliances  to   a  minimum  from 
August  15  to  22,   inclusive.     It  is  especially  necessary  that  the  use 
of  motors  of  1/4  H.P.    or  more  be  discontinued  during  this  week. 

Failure  to  cut   electrical  load  during  this  period  will  result  in 
the  blowing  of  fuses  on  the  temporary  service  to  the  C.I.P.S.   line,    so 
that  the  entire  University  will  lack  electrical  power  until   a  service 
crew  can  replace  the  fuses.

POLIO 

Dr.  R.  F.  Sondag,  Public  Health  Officer  of  Jackson  County,  has  kindly  pro- 
vided the  following  statement  concerning  polio.  We  should  appreciate  it  if  the 
members  of  the  staff  would  acquaint  their  students  and  other  persons  concerned 
with  Dr.  Sondag' s  statement. 

"One  or  two  cases  of  polio  does  not  make  an  epidemic.  The  seasonal  occur- 
ence or  expectation  of  polio  is  usually  anticipated  at  three  per  10,000  population, 
To  date  there  have  been  only  two  cases  of  polio  in  Jackson  County.  One  of  these 
cases  was  the  fatality  just  recorded  during  the  past  week-end  of  a  student  from 
this  campus.  It  is  the  general  belief  of  polio  experts  today,  that  most  of  us 
have  at  some  time  or  other  been  exposed  to  polio  and  therefore  we  are  immune  to 
subsequent  attacks.  It  is  in  this  belief  that  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  and 
the  State  of  Illinois  have  removed  all  restrictions  on  contacts  to  a  polio  patient. 
The  State  of  Illinois  Regulations  are  as  follows;  CONTROL  OF  CONTACTS  -  'No 
restrictions.  It  is  recommended  that  individuals  in  direct  contact  to  a  case  be 
kept  under  medical  observation  for  two  weeks  from  date  of  last  exposure.  Volun- 
tary limitation  of  physical  activities  to  reduce  severity  of  disease  if  it  should 
develop  is  also  recommended.' 

"Anyone,  then,  who  may  have  been  exposed  to  a  case  of  polio  should  be  ever 
watchful  for  signs  of  polio.  These  include?  headache,  fever,  sore  throat,  upset 
stomach,  tenderness  and  stiffness  of  neck  and  back. 

"If  you  should  develop  any  of  the  above  signs  which  might  be  suggestive  of 
polio,  it  would  be  best  to  call  your  doctor  at  once  and  pending  his  arrival  go  to 
bed  away  from  others  or  any  member  of  your  family. 

"Since  the  incidence  of  polio  is  very  low  in  Jackson  County,  there  is  no 
reason  for  undue  alarm  or  fear  of  contracting  polio  at  this  time."

SPECIAL  FACULTY  MEETING  ON  FACULTY  CENTER 

As  indicated  by  President  Morris  at  the  regular  October  faculty  meeting,  there 
will  be  a  special  meeting  of  the  faculty  Tuesday  afternoon,  October  7,  at  four 
o'clock  in  Shryock  Auditorium  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  proposed  Faculty 
Center.  The  Faculty  Lounge  Committee,  consisting  of  Mrs.  Mary  Louise  Barnes,  Chair- 
man,  Mrs.  Mae  T.  Smith,  and  Mr.  W.  L.  Randle,  has  turned  in  the  following  report 
for  consideration  by  the  University  faculty; 

Any  plan  of  financing  and  operation  will  need  to  meet  the  approval  of 
the  majority  of  both  the  Faculty  and  the  University  Board. 

The  University  Board  considered  a  preliminary  report  of  this  committee 
and  moved  to  authorize  an  expenditure  up  to  $5,000  for  furnishing  and 
alterations  on  the  property  at  909  South  University,  contingent  upon  the 
Faculty's  organizing  and  assuming  responsibility  for  the  management  and 
operation  of  the  center.  The  Board  moved  further  that  the  Faculty  sub- 
mit a  complete  plan  of  operation  and  management,  proposed  remodeling  and 
furnishing  to  the  Board.  At  this  same  meeting  the  Board  agreed  to  assume 
the  cost  of  the  office  of  the  Faculty  Secretary,  who  was  to  be  located 
in  this  property. 

Estimated  Co st s 

Cost  of  remodeling  (including  the  enclosing  of  down- 
stairs porch  and  extension  of  heat  to  it  and  to  the

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Proposed  plan  of  operation 

That  the  Faculty  Center  be  governed  by  a  Committee  or  board  of  nine  members 
selected  as  follows? 

Three  elected  members  from  the  faculty  women,  three  from  the   faculty  men, 
and  three  from  non-teaching   faculty  and   full-time  office   staff. 

The  terms  of  these  to  be   staggered  as  follows:     The  person  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  in  each  category  to  serve  a  three-year  term; 
second  highest,  two  years;    and  the  other,   one  year. 

Each  year  a  new  member  to  be  elected  from  each  of  the  three  categories. 

When  the  nine-member  Board  is  elected,  they  shall   elect   from  their  number 
a  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,   Secretary,    and  Treasurer.     These  officers  to 
hold  office  for  one  year. 

The  functions  of  this  committee  or  board  would  be  to   set  up  the  policies 
for  the  use  of  the  Faculty  Center,    appoint  the  committees  necessary  for 
its  inception  and  operation,   to  employ  and  discharge  labor,   collect   fees 
from  the  faculty,   etc. 

Financial  Costs 

1.  Estimated  Income. 

An  estimate  of  the  annual  profit   from  sale  of  coffee,    soft  drinks 

and   snacks. $750.00 

2.  Fees. 

The  remainder  of  the  operating  costs  would  be  assumed  by  the  faculty: 

Plan  A  -  Each  member  of  the  faculty  and   full-time  office  staff  to 
pay  (at  rate  of  $1.00  per  term)   $3.00  annually. 

Plan  B  -  On  a  club  membership  basis. 

For  example  -  assuming  50%  (or  200  persons)   of  the  faculty  and  full- 
time  office  staff  would  participate,   the  annual   operating  cost  of 
$2,050  less  $750  anticipated  income,    or  $1200,   would  necessitate  that 
the  dues  be  assessed  at  $6.00  a  year.      If  150  members  were   secured, 
$8.00  a  year.      With  100  members,    $12.00  a  year. 

The  Committee  would  much  prefer  that  the  Center  be  open  to  all   and  not  on  a 
membership  or  club  fee  basis. 

Since  the  Faculty  Secretary  is  there,    anyone  would  have  access  to  that  office, 
Since  conference  rooms  are  planned,   all   should  be   free  to  use  those. 

The  practicability  of  using  the  same  house  for  an  organized  club  and  yet  of 
having  it   available  for  general   faculty  use  is  questionable. 
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The  Committee  realizes  the  difficulty  in  operating  such  a  lounge  without 
a  fixed  income.     If  Plan  A  were  adopted,   the  $3.00  annual   fee  would  legally 
and  necessarily  be  on  a  voluntary  basis. 

We  wish  to  recommend; 

(a)  That  the  University  Board   supply  heat,  water,    and  electricity. 

(b)  That  they  assume  the  cost  of  repair  and  decoration  of  the  exterior 
and  plumbing  and  electrical  repairs  as  needed  from  time  to  time. 

We  recommend  that  this  report,    as  it  may  be  amended  by  the   faculty,   be  pre- 
sented  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  University  Board,    for  their  consideration.

Please  note  that  classes  will  be  dismissed  for  the  assembly  Thursday  morning,, 
iNovember  13,  at  ten  o'clock,  so  that  all  students  and  faculty  members ^^^^^pfmwk'' 
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G.  K,  Plochmann,  chairman  of  the  committee  planning  the  Festival,  has  pro- 
vided the  following  summary  of  activities  and  events; 

"1.  There  will  be  lectures  and  music  for  three  days,  November  12,  13,  and  14. 
These  lectures  will  be  addressed  to  the  general  public,  and  will  be  delivered  by 
members  of  the  Southern  Illinois  University  Faculty  from  nearly  a  dozen  depart- 
ments.  Some  special  lectures  will  be  given  by  three  distinguished  visitors  to  our 
campus,  Dr.  A,  Didier  Graeffe,  a  writer,  teacher  (at  the  University  of  Florida), 
and  humanist,  Mr.  Harry  J.  Habn,  an  expert  in  the  authentication  of  the  paintings 
of  da  Vinci  and  one-time  owner  of  the  highly  controversial  Hahn  version  of  the 
famous  La  Belle  FerronniereT  and  Dr.  H.  S.  M.  Coxeter,  mathematician,  a  Fellow  of 
the  Royal  Canadian  Society,  who  will  speak  both  to  the  Festival  audience  and  also 
to  a  group  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Mathematics,  The  music  will  be 
performed  by  members  of  the  faculty  and  student  body,  and  will  be  played  at  the 
time  of  the  three  evening  lectures  by  visiting  speakers. 

"2,  There  will  be  a  special  assembly  for  the  students,  at  which  Mr.  John 
Bremer,  formerly  a  graduate  student  here,  will  speak.  This  will  be  Thursday  mor- 
ning, November  13. 

"3.  Saturday,  November  15,  will  be  High  School  Day,  and  the  Festival  Committee 
has  encouraged  teachers  in  the  area  to  bring  their  students  to  see  the  exhibits. 
Two  talk-demonstrations  will  be  given  Saturday  morning,  beginning  at  ten  o'clock, 
especially  for  the  interest  of  persons  of  high  school  age.  Posters  to  publicize 
this  have  been  sent  to  forty  schools,  but  promotional  help  from  other  instructors 
connected  with  Southern  Illinois  communities  is  solicited, 

"4,  The  chief  exhibits  will  be  in  Allyn  building  from  November  12  through  25. 
These  will  consist  of  prints  of  nearly  all  Leonardo's  paintings,  including  La^Pcile 
F err onni ere ,  scale  models  of  over  a  dozen  of  Leonardo's  chief  inventions,  one  cf 
them  being  an  especially  beautiful  and  elaborate  water  pump  built  on  this  campus, 
a  skeleton  arranged  to  show  da  Vinci's  great  discoveries  in  anatomy,  costume 
figures,  and  a  LIFE  exhibit  to  show  life  in  Florence  and  Venice,  and  so  forth. 

"All  lectures  and  exhibits  are  free,  and  everyone  is  welcome  Two  bro- 
chures on  da  Vinci  will  be  distributed  free  at  the  exhibit. 

"5.  In  addition,  several  traveling  exhibits,  consisting  of  sets  of  large 
placards  illustrating  the  life  and  works  of  da  Vinci  are  about  to  be  se.it  around 
to  the  high  schools  of  Southern  Illinois.  This  is  a  separate  exhibit,  rnd  of 
course  far  smaller  than  the  one  which  will  occupy  two  floors  of  Allyn  buildingj 
but  with  it  we  hope  to  reach  and  interest  the  maximum  number  of  young  students,, 
For  a  few  days,  a  set  of  these  placards  will  be  on  view  in  Old  Main,  opposite  the 
Government  Office,  and  anotner  set  at  the  Training  School «  The  larger  high  schools 
heve  been  circularized  about  these  exhibits,  and  thus  far  about  95  per  cent  of 
those  replying  have  indicated  that  they  are  eager  to  display  the  materials.  Cut 
instructors  who  know  of  other  institutions  in  the  area  that  might  be  interested 
would  be  doing  a  favor  if  they  were  to  let  Miss  Esther  Bennett,  University  Museum, 
telephone  309,  know  of  any  such  places  so  that  final  scheduling  can  be  arranged 
soon-  For  some  of  the  nearby  Softools,  we  have  secured  the  services  of  student

Examinations  will  begin  at  the  hours  scheduled  above  and  will  run  for  two 
clock  hours,  except  for  classes  that  meet  only  one  or  two  hours  a  week.  Examina- 
tions for  those  will  begin  at  the  end  of  the  two-hour  examinations  and  will  run  fo? 
one  clock  hour.  This  arrangement  is  necessary  to  dovetail  three,  two,  and  one-houi 
classes  that  meet  at  the  same  period. 

Examinations  in  evening  classes  will  be  held  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  class 
in  the  examination  week.

In  case  more  than  one  class  meets  in  a  room  the  one  meeting  three  or  four  days 
a  week  should  have  priority  on  the  room  for  the  final  examination.  Any  instructor 
without  a  room  for  a  particular  class  is  requested  to  check  with  the  Registrar's 
Office  for  assignment. 

A  student  who  for  some  reason  must  miss  the  final  examination  may  not  take  an 
examination  before  the  one  scheduled  for  the  class.  In  this  case,  "W"  followed  by 
the  tentative  grade  should  be  recorded  by  the  instructor.  The  final  examination 
may  be  given  at  a  later  date,  within  one  year. 
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PROFESSOR  EINSTEIN  ON  GENERAL  EDUCATION 

According  to  a  recent  article  in  the  New  York  Times,  Professor  Albert  Einstein 
opposes  premature  specialization  for  the  college  student.  At  an  interview  in  his 
office  at  the  Institute  for  Advanced  Study,  he  emphasized  the  importance  of  train- 
ing in  independent  critical  thinking  as  follows: 

"It  is  not  enough  to  teach  man  a  specialty.  Through  it  he  may  become 
a  kind  of  useful  machine,  but  not  a  harmoniously  developed  personality. 
It  is  essential  that  the  student  acquire  an  understanding  of  and  a 
lively  feeling  for  values.  He  must  acquire  a  vivid  sense  of  the  beauti- 
ful and  of  the  morally  good. 

"Otherwise  he  —  with  his  specialized  knowledge  —  more  closely  resembles 
a  well-trained  dog  than  a  harmoniously  developed  nerson.  He  must  learn  to 
understand  the  motives  of  human  beings,  their  illusions  and  their  suffer- 
ings in  order  to  acquire  a  prober  relationship  to  individual  fellow  men 
and  to  the  community. 

"These  precious  things  are  conveyed  to  the  younger  generation  through 
personal  contact  with  those  who  teach,  not  —  or  at  least  not  in  the 
main  —  through  textbooks.  It  is  this  that  primarily  constitutes  and 
preserves  culture.  This  is  what  I  have  in  mind  when  I  recommend  the 
'humanities'  as  important,  not  just  dry  specialized  knowledge  in  the 
fields  of  history  and  philosophy. 

"Overemphasis  on  the  competitive  system  and  premature  specialization 
on  the  ground  of  immediate  usefulness  kill  the  spirit  on  which  all 
cultural  life  depends,  specialized  knowledge  included, 

"It  is  also  vital  to  a  valuable  education  that  independent  critical  think- 
ing be  developed  in  the  young  human  being,  a  development  that  is  greatly 
jeopardized  by  overburdening  with  too  much  and  too  varied  subjects 
(point  system).   Overburdening  leads  to  superficiality.  Teaching  should 
be  such  that  what  is  offered  is  perceived  as  a  valuable  gift,  and  not  as 
a  hard  duty."

STUDENT  ASSEMBLIES,  1953-5U 

President  Morris  has  recently  appointed  a  committee  to  work  out  a  program  for 
assemblies  to  be  held  each  week  during  the  year  1953-5h   as  part  of  the  regular  pro- 
gram of  each  freshman.  This  committee  consists  of  three  faculty  members,  Robert  D# 
Faner,  Donald  A.  Ingli,  and  C.  Horton  Talley  as  chairman,  together  with  three  stu- 
dents appointed  by  the  Student  Council.  These  assemblies  will  be  planned  in  such  a 
way  as  to  be  a  regular  part  of  the  education  of  our  freshmen  and  will  bring  to  the 
campus  speakers,  musicians,  dramatic  artists,  and  other  celebrities  carefully  chosen 
to  supplement  the  work  of  the  instructional  departments.  Members  of  the  departments 
are  invited  to  submit  suggestions  immediately  to  Professor  Talley  for  the  consider- 
ation of  the  committee. 

Since  skeleton  schedules  for  next  year  have  already  been  worked  out  and  since 
our  advisement  and  preregistration  program  for  next  fall  is  due  to  begin  next  week, 
considerable  thought  has  been  given  by  the  University  Council,  the  Registrar,  the 
chief  academic  advisers,  and  the  "^resident's  office  to  the  problem  of  revising  the 
schedule  to  include  this  program  with  the  fewest  modifications,  a  large  number  of 
transitional  plans  have  been  proposed  and  considered,  but  the  one  which  seems  to 
offer  the  fewest  obstacles  is  outlined  below.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  because 
of  the  preregistration  and  advisement  system,  changes  in  already  scheduled  courses 
cannot  readily  be  made  once  students  have  been  signed  up  for  them.  Any  rescheduling, 
therefore,  must  be  as  much  as  possible  by  formula,  and  while  additions  to  the  sche- 
dule can  be  proposed,  changes  in  already  scheduled  classes  must  be  kent  to  an  abso- 
lute minimum. 

It  is  recognized  that  changing  the  schedule  at  this  time  may  well  inconven- 
ience certain  neople.  It  should  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  these  inconveniences 
!will  be  for  the  fall  term  only,  since  schedules  for  winter  and  spring  of  195>3-5>4  can 
be  revised  in  a  more  extensive  and  leisurely  way.  Some  inconveniences  would  result 
jat  any  time  a  schedule  change  is  made.  It  is  planned  to  experiment  with  the  new 
;system  for  one  year,  during  which  its  virtue  and  disadvantages  can  be  explored  and 
iany  necessary  modifications  made  thereafter. 

The  following  formula  for  minimum  rescheduling  for  next  fall  has  been 
worked  out: 

1.  All  eight  and  nine  o'clock  classes  remain  as  scheduled. 

2.  All  ten  and  eleven  o'clock  classes  are  advanced  one  hour. 

3.  All  classes  from  one  o'clock  on  remain  as  scheduled, 

km     All  twelve  o'clock  classes  are  to  be  rescheduled.  There  are  a  compara- 
tively small  number  of  these. 

$•     Certain  classes  that  bridge  the  nine  and  ten  o'clock  hours  and  certain 
other  classes  that  bridge  the  twelve  o'clock  hour  may  need  to  be  re- 
scheduled. 
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In  order  to  make  the  formula  workable,  no  time  readjustments  other  than  those 
mentioned  in  the  above  formula  can  be  permitted  for  the  next  fall  term.  In  those 
courses  where  several  sections  are  being  offered,  no  attempt  need  be  made  at  this 
time  to  reschedule  them  into  the  nresent  list  of  offerings,  since  the  academic 
advisers  can  proceed  to  fill  up  the  other  sections  first.  Furthermore,  many  of  the 
departments  will  wish  to  add  sections  later  on  when  their  staffing  problems  for  next 
year  are  settled  and  when  a  clearer  picture  cf  student  needs  emerges  from  the  advance 
registration.  It  is  proposed,  therefore.,  that  the  rescheduling  of  such  sections  be 
delayed  until  data  for  the  revised  schedule  are  called  for. 

As  indicated  above,  however,  certain  classes  will  need  to  be  rescheduled 
almost  immediately,  The  Registrar  will  get  in  touch  with  those  chairmen  who  need 
to  make  such  early  revisions.  An  examination  of  the  schedule  for  this  term  has 
revealed  that  not  more  than  twenty-five  classes  for  all  of  the  departments  will  re- 
quire immediate  handling. 

Meanwhile ^  the  academic  advisers  are  prepared  to  ada^t  the  schedules  of  nre- 
registering  students  to  such  changes. 

The  five  hours  released  at  ten  o'clock  will  be  used  as  follows: 

1.  One  day  each  week  for  the  freshman  programs. 

2.  One  day  each  week  (presumably  Tuesday)  for  R.O.T.C.  drill.  This  will 
free  students  from  scheduled  drill  at  other  hours  during  the  day. 

3.  Three  hours  for  ten  o'clock  class  sections  to  be  added,  to  the  schedule 
later.  Such  class  sections,  however ,  would  need  to  be  added  with  the 
understanding  that  their  off-days  would  shift  as  the  program  dates 
shift,  and  that  there  will  be  occasional  interruptions  for  all -University 
assemblies  called  by  the  Student  Council  and  for  other  purposes. 
During  the  winter  and  spring  terms  the  plan  will  be  tried  of  reserving 
an  additional  hour  for  University/  Faculty,  Faculty  Council,  college 
faculty,  and  other  meetings  at  ten  o'clock.  The  effect  of  this  will  be 
to  reduce  the  number  of  hours  available  for  classes  to  two  but  to  permit- 
full  scheduling  of  the  three  o'clock  reriod  which  has  hitherto  had  the 
Thursday  hour  out  for  faculty  and  council  meetings.

Mechanics  of  Scheduling  Space  and  Time  for  'CI assess; 

As  a  result  of  certain  scheduling  difficulties,   it   appears  desirable  to 
state  the  policy  governing  the  scheduling  of  space  and  time  for  classes.     Accord- 
ing to  Part  III,  Article  IV,   Section  14,   a,   2,   b  of  the  Revised  University 
Statutes,  the  Registrar's  Office  is  responsible  for  "scheduling  the  time  and 
place  of  classes  and  examinations  in  accordance  with  University  policy."     In 
accordance  with  that  responsibility,  that  office  has  been  asked  to  complete  a 
physical  inventory  of  all   classroom  space  on  the  campus  during  this  fall  term 
and  to  prepare  a  master  classroom  scheduling  book. 

Departments  will  continue  to  prepare  their  schedule  of  classes  for  each 
term  as  they  now  do.     These  departmental  schedules  will  continue  to  indicate  the 
same  information  as  at  present,   including  preferred  rooms.     The  Registrar's 
Office  will  respect  those  preferences  as  far  as  is  possible.     Such  cannot  be 
done  in  all   cases,   however.     In  cases  where  a  change  from  the  preferred  room  is 
made,   the  classroom  assignments  made  by  the  Registrar's  Office  prevail. 

Whenever  the  official  schedule  for  a  term  has  been  prepared,  there  can  be 
no  changing  of  classroom  assignments  of  the  time  of  class  meetings  without  prior 
clearance  from  the  Registrar's  Office.     In  addition,  whenever  a  class  is  listed 
on  the  class  schedule  on  a   "to  be  arranged"  basis,  the  Registrar's  Office  is  to 
be  notified  as  to  the  time  finally  agreed  upon  and  a  request  for  space  assignment 
is  to  be  made  of  that  office.     This  arrangement  will  involve  those  classes  which 
operate  on  a  class  basis  rather  than  on  an  individual  student  basis. 

Hereafter,   any  change  of  classroom  space  altering  its  use,    seating  capa- 
city,  etc.,   must  be  approved  by  the  Registrar's  Office,    so  that  its  master  class- 
room scheduling  book  may  be  maintained  in  a  current   status;   unless  such  alter- 
ations are  made  by  the  Physical  Plant  on  instructions  from  the  President's  Office. 
In  the  latter  case,  the  Physical  Plant  will  be  responsible  for  notifying  the 
Registrar's  Office  of  such  changes. 

Whenever  a  classroom  has  been  made  temporarily  unusable  through  the  removal 
of  chairs  for  a  party,   conference,   etc.,   or  through  work  being  done  therein  by 
the  Physical  Plant,  the  Registrar's  Office  will  be  notified  of  that  fact  by  the 
Physical  Plant.     The  department   affected  will,   in  turn,  be  notified  by  the  Regis- 
trar's Office  of  such  fact.     Such  notification  to  the  department  will  indicate 
the  classroom  to  be  substituted  during  the  temporary  period.
